Rotary Park Nixed 


LIBRARY BOARD 


oKNUCKLES DOWN 


‘The Board of Library Trustees, 
‘Tuesday night, eliminated from all 
consideration of a site for the new 
Mbrary the site of the present 
Ubrary, the ‘Rotary Park’ site, and 
the proposed site behind the Middle 
sex County National Bank. 

At the same time the members 
agreed to study the St Thomas site 
the Walker Schoo) site, and two 
others which were named during 
the discussions. One of the two 
sites named is the area adjacent 
to the Whitefield School, which an 
ad hoc committee of citizens Is 
seeking to have the town take over 
for school purposes, The site is 
where the 1730 House used to 
stand, and is zoned for business. 
Bt has a little over 2 acres inarea. 

All members were presentfor 
the greater part of the meeting, 
and it was the first meeting in 
which the new Librarian, Leo 
Connors could participate. Mr. 
Connors recommended that the 
board purchase library books dir- 
ectly from publishers, instead of 
from a wholesale firm which sup- 
plies libraries, He told the board 
that Ubraries get a 36% reduction 
from the firm, and can get a 40% 
reduction from the publishers, and 
pointed’ out that 6% of $10,000 a 
year used for purchase of books 
‘isn’t small’, 

Also discussed by Connors was 
‘the lack of space to put new vol- 
umes. The library has been using 
one room of the Center School by 
permission, for one year for book 
storage, Connors noted too, that 
among the volumes received on 
Tuesday was the ‘Death of a Pres- 
ident’, 

Chairman Carl Gubellini told 
the board he wanted a clear pic- 
ture of the pay schedule for em- 
ployees of the Wilmington Libr- 
ary aS compared to other towns 
and Mrs Norton, Mrs Neilson 
and Mr Connors were appointed a 
sub committee for this purpose. 

Gubellini asked that the board 
adopt as an ‘operational policy’ 
that the members refrain from 
‘outside utterances’ and do their 
talking within the board, The vote 
was unanimous, but with some re- 
luctance on the part of Mrs Norton. 

Before beginning the. discussion 
of possible sites, there was agen- 
eral agreement that they would

When a cellarhole is dug into clay, or blasted 
into rock, a huge dish is made, which accumulates 
surface water, and the fact that there is no hole at 
the bottom of that dish means that there is no place 
for the water to go. 

One ofthe builders in Wilmington, a conscientious 
man, had the foundation level of all cellars at least 
two feet higher than the level of nearby drains, 
Et would seem to the ordinary person, not a geologist, 
that this would suffice to keep cellars dry, but such 
is not the case, for the water, if it gets in the cel- 
iar, cannot get out. 

The old time stonemasons of Wilmington knew 
of this, when they built cellars of field stone, and 
took proper precautions, but today’s cellars are 
constructed by specialists. A man digs the hole 
with a bull dozer. A crew comes aiong and installs 
forms for the concrete, and another crew comes 
along and pours the concrete. I’s more efficient 
but it lacks the personal touch of the old stone masons

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Selectmen’s Meeting 


The Board of Selectmen, Monday 
night, on motion of Mrs Wavie Drew 
and seconded by Paul Niles, re- 
versed their stand on the classifi- 
cation of several boards, with re- 
pect to the Conflict of Interest Law 
The reversal was of a vote taken 
the previous Monday. 

There was analmost bitter clash 
with George Boylen being the lone 
standout for the Finance Commit- 
tee being classed as Regular, Chair 
man Miceli not voting, Mr Boylen 
wanted what he termed a ‘pristine 
pure’ Finance Committee, and fur- 
ther stated that former Town Ma~ 
nager Joseph F Courtney, now a 
professor of government at Bos- 
ton University, should ‘develop a 
code of ethics’. 

Reclassified as Special, with re- 
ference to the Conflict of Interest 
law, in addition to the Finance 
Committee, were the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority, the 
School Physician, the Bodrd of 
Health Physician, the Attorney for 
the Board of Health, and the Call 
Men for the Fire Department, 

The reconsideration took place 
after a short recess which fol- 
lowed a discussion of water incel- 
lars, a discussion which had taken 
one and a quarter hours, 

Mrs Drew moved to reconsider, 
naming several boards, and Niles 
seconded, Boylen wanted to know 
why the Board of Health physician 
was being named, and Mrs Drew 
said she wanted to reconsider all, 
to which Boylen agreed, TM Har- 
old Melzar spoke up to say that 
Mrs Drew should have moved to 
rescind the previous action, and 
to this Mrs Drew agreed. 

When it came time to re-vote 
the various boards there was no 
discussion about the Housing Au- 
thority or the Redevelopment Au- 
thority. It was a three to one vote 
in each case, with Boylen voting 
no, and the chairman not voting, 

But there was discussion about 
the Finance Committee, 

Boylen said that it was unfor- 
tunate and terrible that the local 
newspaper editor had been discus- 
Sing the subject. He hadn’t read 
the article, but he had been told 
about it. 

He went on to say that the Fi- 
mance Committee must be ‘pris- 
tine pure’ a phrase that he used 
four times in a couple of minutes, 
and that the Finance Committee 


A was an ‘investigating committee’ 


of the Town, and that over the 
years he had always held ‘that it 
should be ‘regular’, 

Boylen went on to name Court- 
ney, to whch Niles objected, say- 
ing that names should not be used, 
To this Boylen said that that was 
Mr Courtney’s problem, and that 
he ‘should develop a code of ethics’ 

Niles asked Boylen if, when he 
used the words ‘pristine pure’ he 
was referring to anyone on the pre- 
sent Finance Committee, but the 
chairman interceded, declaring the 
discussion out of order, 

Niles ended up by telling Boylen 
that he thought ‘your choice of 
words were unfortunate’ and then 
telling Boylen to look at the statutes 
wich had created the Finance 
Committees, and how their func- 
tions were limited, 

Boylen told Niles that when he 
(Boylen) had served on the Fi-

The Wilmington Town Dump ts located in the southerly 
part of the town, off Main Street, and adjacent to the Woburn 
The land is owned by Mr Clarence Spinazola, 
who is also the contractor, 


The Wilmington Board of Health is the contracting 
agency for the town, and supervises the operation of the dump, 


The contractor is allowed to burn once weekly. Garbage 
is not allowed at the dump and therefore should not be mixed 
The contract aiso excludes boulders, 
trees, and wrecked buildings, These, however, will be accep- 
ted on a private contract basis with the owner. 


Wood, and Metal, must be separated from regular 
Dumping out of town rubbish, or waste, 


The dump is open Tuesdays through Sundays from 9;00 
AM to 4:00 PM, but is closed on Mondays, and on legal holidays 


Trucks or vehicles used for transporting rubbish should 
be tight, and securely covered with acanvasor other suitable 
cover to prevent the scattering of rubbish about the streets,

The town does not collect rubbish. It is the responsi- 
bility of the homeowner to make provisions for the collection 


Rubbish may not be used for fill, without the prior

A second method is that of trenching around the 
outside of the cellar, with a drain pipe with holes 
in it, the so-called Orangeburg Pipe. If there is a 
place left for the water to flow to, the cellar will 
probably be clear of water, 

‘The third method isthe sump pump, inthe lowest 
part of the cellar. This is the most effective method, 
and it would be interesting to know how many cellars 
of Wilmington have such a sump pump.

The trouble is that nothing 
of real consequence can be done until the ground has

Then there are those who feel that some town 
officials or boards are terribly at fault. Let it be 
noted that it is not easy to be on such a board, in these 
days of expanding populations, 

The Board of Health, for instance, Ithas always 
been zealous in seeing that the law is conformed to, 
to the best of its ability. It cannot always deny the 
right to build on certain lots, and it has been taken to 
court on one occasion because it sought to prevent 
erection of a building where it believed there would 
be a water problem. Fortunately for the members of 
the Board of Health they won their case, but mean- 
while they had to live with attachments ontheir homes 

The Board of Health is not the only board that 
has been sued for trying to enforce regulations, Both 
the members of the Planning Board and the members 
of the Board of Water Commissioners have been in 
court in recent years, for upholding the law as they 
believed it should be, and both had attachments-on 
their homes, One member of the Planning Board 
had to pay an assessed $1 damages, onone occasion. 
His home had been attached for $10,000. 

Just to pass new laws quickly is notthe answer. 
New laws for the regulation of home building, in Wil- 
mington, must be based, at least in part, on a solid 
geological background, Otherwise there will just 
be more hardships, 

A step that is possibile is the adoption of the so- 
called Flood Plain type of zoning, which already exists 
in some towns in this state, This would prevent 
unnecessary arguments about proposals to build in 
areas that do become flooded when streams overflow. 
It would eliminate some of the work of tne Planning 
Board, and of the Board of Health, and it couid be a 
start to more comprehensive building regulations,
